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NORWAY 


Lie Geography 


Norway forms the western part of Scandinavia in Northern Europe. It covers 
an extensive area of about 324,000 square kilometres (12,587 square miles). 
Compared with the rest of Europe, Norway is sparsely populated with a 
population density between 28 and 29 persons per square mile. 


The entire country is mountainous. About 3/); of the area is unsuitable for 
inhabitation or cultivation. Most of the country consists of highland 
plateaux which are unwooded and with many lakes. 


Norway is bordered on the east by Sweden, on the northeast by Finland, and 

on the extreme northeast by the U.S.S.R. It is a long but relatively narrow 
country, 266 miles (430 km) at the widest point and 4 miles (6.3 km) at the 
narrowest. 


Norway may be divided into three soa economic regions: 
1) Agricultural - Industrial Belt - a small district in southeastern 


Norway which contains much of the population and more than three-fourths 
of the cultivated land of the country and the major part of industrial 
enterprises. 


2) Coastal fishing zone - an island - fringed coastal belt which lies 
close to the greatest fishing grounds in the world. 


3) Pastoral region - a cold, rugged almost unhabited land. 


2. Climate 


The Norwegian climate is to a great extent determined by the Gulf Stream 
which brings warm water from the tropics to Norwegian coastal waters, 

keeping the majority of the harbours free from ice throughout the winter. 
Summers in Norway are short and warm and winters cold with abundant snowfall. 


Mean temperature is in Oslo: January 25° Fahrenheit and July 63° Fahrenheit. 


3. Population

Norway is thinly populated with a population of 3.8 million people (1966). It 
is almost at the bottom of the list of European countries as far as 
population density is concerned.

Note: (1) Source: Statistika Arbok 1966 
lh. Constitution and Government 


Norway is a constitutional and hereditary monarchy. The constitution, 

voted by the constituent assembly on May 17, 181), and modified at various 
times, vests the legislative power of the realm in the Storting (Parliament). 
Executive power is nominally vested in the King, who exercises his authority 
through the Cabinet. 


After opening, Parliament divides itself into two sections: the "Lagting" 
consisting of 38 members, and the "Odelsting" of the remainder. A bill is 
first introduced in the "Odelsting" and if passed is to be sent to 
"Lagting". If the two sections do not agree, a joint session is held and a 
decision made by a two-thirds majority of the combined vote. The division 
in the "Lagting" and the "Odelsting" is of importance only with regard to 
proposals of laws which must be discussed separately. All other decisions 
are made by the united Storting. 


The courts in Norway consist of: the Supreme Court, Courts of Appeal, 
District and Township Courts, and Conciliation Councils. 


The reigning King is Olav V. 


The Labour Party ruled in Norway for the last 30 years, until the election 
in September 1965, which reduced the party's strength. The new Coalition 
Government with members from the four nonsocialist parties was appointed in 
October, 1965. The new government is not expected to make basic changes 

in Norway's economic life. 


The present Prime Minister is Per Borten of the Centre Party. 
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aie Economy - General 


Norway's economy is based to a high degree on the production of raw 
materials and semi-finished goods, and is marked by a high level of 
activity. Production, employment and foreign trade all reflect the current 
vigor of the economy. The Norwegian standard of living is very high. 


Norwegian economic growth has been accompanied by structural changes. 
Improved technology has changed methods of production. Imports and exports 
have grown fast. The industrial structure has changed gradually and the 
wage share of national income has increased. 


Immediately after the Second World War, the majority of important 

consumer goods were rationed. Excess of demand was dominant in most 
consumer goods markets. It has been estimated that 65%-70% of private 
consumption was rationed in 1945. The rationing system was gradually 
abolished between 1945 and 1952. An important exception was the system of 
buying, permits for new motor cars for private use, which was maintained up 
to 1960. The rationing caused a shift in demand toward goods and services 
that were not rationed. 


A high rate of investment in real capital, in particular restoration of 
the war-devastated areas, of the merchant marine and of industrial 
production cepacity, was accepted by all political parties in Norway as a 
major post-war economic. goal. The Norwegian industrial investment 
program has given priority to hydroelectric plants and energy-intensive 
industries. Norway's large hydro-electric power resources and its 
relatively low prices for electric energy have favoured the development 
of energy-intensive industries such as electro-chemicals and various base 
metals including aluminium, steel, nickel and copper. 


It is worth mentioning that on the basis of annual catches, Norway rates as 
third among the world's fishing nations. ; 


In Norway, a revaluation of the priority of the respective targets of 
economic policy appears to be taking place. Price stability problems are 
brought into the foreground even more than before. The Norwegian 
authorities are prepared to resort to measures curtailing demand even if 
these measures should result in a somewhat slower rate of growth. 


Norway, today is an industrial and trading country with a rapidly expanding 
economy. Norway's natural resources are limited and its industrial progress 
depends more on technological progress and technical skill than on cheap 

or abundant raw materials.

6. Agriculture 


Agriculture in Norway employs now about 25% of the population. It is one 
of Norway's most important sources of livelihood. Norwegian farmers supply 
about 70% of the agricultural produce required by the country. 


Although agriculture, only a few generations ago, was the occupation in 
which the majority of Norwegians were engaged, population increases have 
forced them to turn to other means of livelihood. 


Since the Second World War, manpower has moved steadily from the rural 
areas to urban-areas. The increased productivity has compensated to some 
extent for this manpower loss. 


Norway is self-sufficient in meat, dairy products and eggs, but is forced 
to import large quantities of bread grains, feedstuffs, oilseeds, fruits 
and vegetables and sugar. Agricultural product exports are mainly butter 
and cheese.

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All of Norway's cultivated areas lie within or near forests so that many 

of the farmers are employed part time in cutting and transporting timber. 
In the coastal districts, farming is often combined with fishing. Seventy- 
five thousand farms are so small that the main source of income must be 
found in other occupations. About 90% of the work is carried out by the 
farmer himself and his family. 


Most of the farms are small, normally from 5 to 10 acres. Only 20, 300 
farmers have more than 25 acres of farm land, while only 3 have more than 
250 acres. The small and rocky agricultural areas of the country do not 
lend themselves to highly mechanized farming.

The country's capacity to meet its own food needs is after all, dependent 
upon not only crops, but the standard of its livestock, as well. 
Agriculture in Norway does not depend only on the cultivated acreage | 
along. Most farmers without their own pastures have pasture-rights on 
the mountain plateaux or upland.

Due to the strictly limited supply of feeding-stuffs, it is difficult to 
increase significantly the number of livestock. 
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Milk is an important sales product, followed by beef, pork, eggs and 


poultry. To many farms, fur farming is an important source of supple- 
mentary income. 


Norway: has a significant production of wool. In 1964, Norway produced 
4,771 tons of greasy wool. 


Norwegian agriculture is strongly organized. Farmers have their own 
cooperative purchasing, sales and processing organizations. Purchases of 
machinery and equipment may be financed under government guarantee and 
loan systems. 


6(a) Fishing 
Norway has always been a fisheries nation and fishing is one of Norway's 
chief sources of wealth. In 1961, there were 61,000 fishermen. About 
nine-tenths of the catch is exported. 
According to the Europa Year Book, the fishing catch in Norway, 1962-1965, 
was as follows:

1966 was another record year for the Norwegian fisheries with a catch 
totalling 2.6 million tons. 


In the export statistics of Norway, fish and fish products rank pra i 
importance after metals and pulp and paper. In 1966 exports ota an 
fish products were the biggest ever, worth about 1,700 million kroner 
($240 million) 


Fishing and everything connected with it, have received the greatest care 
and attention of the authorities. Under a special plan, it is proposed to 
build sea-going fishing vessels, to improve and increase gear and equipment 
and to build new freezing plants. 


The bulk of the Norwegian catch is taken from the inshore grounds, although 
fishermen also participate in fisheries in the waters around Bear Island, 


Iceland, Greenland and Newfoundland. Important fishing grounds throughout 
the year are the many fjords of Norway. 


Whaling is an important part of the Norwegian fishing industry. Norway's 
whaling fleet is the most important in the world and its annual catch 
amounts to some two-fifths of the world's total. 


72 Forestry 


The exploitation of forests and the processing of forestry products have 
always played an important role in the economic life of Norway. 23 percent 
of Norway is covered by forests,mainly of spruce and pine, but also Direrry 
oak, aspen, beach and ash, are of some commercial importance. More than 


one-third of Norwegian export earnings are derived from the forest product 
industries. 


Norway's productive forest area is of approximately twenty million acres. 
Of this,68.91 per cent is coniferous and 31.09 percent deciduous. The 
anmual accretion is estimated at approximately 12 million cubic metres. 
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According to the Europa Year Book the productive forest and roundwood cut 
by 1965 was as follows:

‘ost of the productive forest area lies in Hast Norway, while West Norway and 
North Norway are relatively unforested. 


About two-thirds of the forest area is owned by farmers. Of the remaining, 
one-half is owned by the government and municipalities and the rest by indus- 
trial companies and other private enterprises. 


The total output of forest products in 1960 was approximately 350 million 
cubic feet. From this, 38 per cent was for the pulp and paper industry, AL 
per cent for lumber, and 16 per cent for firewood. 


The Norwegian government is attempting to increase the annual timber growth 
through a vigorous cultivation programme. 
\ “Ge Mining 
Although Norway is not rich in natural resources, it produces several minerals 
of considerable importance to its industries and its export trade. The best 


known comprise iron, sulphur, copper, zinc, lead, titanium and molybdenum. 
(Norway is the only source of molybdenum ore in Europe). 


The main emphasis in mining production is on iron ore, pyrites and copper 
pyrites. These account for 70% of the total production value. High quality 
iron ore is a valuable product for the steel industry. Norway is one of the 
largest producers of sulphur in Europe. An average of 60 to 70 per cent of 
sulphur production has been exported, mainly to Sweden and Finland. 


In respect to quantity, limestone and quartz are by far the most important 
minerals. The bulk of the production of feldspar, graphite, mica, soapstone 
and talc is exported. Coal deposits are at Svalbard and at Kongsfjorden.

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.. Industry 


Norwayts industries have, in the main, been developed on the basis of the 
country's natural resources, forests, minerals and fish, but there is also 
considerable processing of imported raw materials and semi-finished goods. 
The domestic market has exercised great influence on the pattern of 
Norway's industrial development. But this market was, and is, small and 
manufacturers have been compelled to seek wider markets abroad for their 
goods. 


Industry plays a vital part in Norway's foreign trade. Between 80 and 85 
per cent of all goods exported may be classed in the category of industrial 
products. The remaining 15 to 20 per cent is covered mainly by fish which 
have not been industrially processed, whale oil, timber and hides and skins. 
The leading export industries include electro-chemical and electro-metal- 
lurgical concerns, wood processing, fish oil and fat refining and mining. 


Industry in Norway is concentrated in fairly well defined geographical 
areas. Most of the industrial districts are to be found around the Oslo 
Fjord in Ragaland (including Bergen) and More. These districts contain 
about 3/4 of all industry, although only about 60% of the nage working 
population dwells in the area. 


Heavy industry has been established at a few isolated sites in the coastal 
zone of Norway. Abundant and cheap hydro-electric power, together with 
seaside location for the low-cost import of foreign raw materials, enables 
a number of industries to produce fertilizers and metals, such as aluminium 
and nickel. 


A typical feature of Norwegian industry is the small size of units. It is, 
however, difficult to draw a line between industry and handicrafts. Though 
small companies are in a decided majority in Norway, they represent never- 
theless only a modest share of industrial employment and value added by 
manufacture. 


Foreign capital has played an important part in the establishment of 
Norwegian industry, especially in mining, the production of pulp and paper, 
the electro-chemical and electro-metallurgical industries, as well as some 
branches of the electro-technical industry, and the oil and fat industry. 
These financial interests are chiefly located in Great Britain, Canada, 

the U.S.A., Sweden and France.

7 (a) Shipping Industry 


Shipping is making a very substantial contribution to Norway's national 
economy. Net freight earnings of the shipping in 1966 amounted to about 
666 million dollars. This inflow of foreign exchange thus finances a 
considerable part of the deficit on the balance of trade.

The biggest supplier was Great Britain, with $17.53 million, followed 
by West Germany with $15.83 million, Netherlands with $9.26 million and 
Switzerland with $4.79 million. 


10. Electricity 


Geographical and climatic conditions have provided Norway with unusually 
abundant resources of water power and it relies on its hydroelectric 
resources for the majority of its power stations.

In 1964, the generating of electricity in Norway reached about hJ;,000 million 
kwh, which is an increase of about 12% on 1963. 


Side by side with the industrial expansion, a great deal of work has been 
done to develop more power, in order to meet the increasins demand for 
electricity from industry and other consumer groups. In Norway, there is 
still a very large unexploited hydro-electric power potential which points 
to a further expansion of energy and capital intensive industries. When 
harnessed, Norway's resources of commercially exploitable water power would 
provide an annual aggregate of 110,000 million kwh. 


Of the total production capacity installed since the war, municipalities 
own 53%, the State 36% and private companies 11%. 


ll. Atomic Energy 


According to Mr. J. A. Hazem, Office Manacer of Noratom A.S., atomic energy 
research in Norway has two chief obiectives: the development of a suitable 
reactor for ship propulsion, and the development of a land-based nuclear 
power reactor. Current ship propulsion studies, carried out in co-operation 
with Sweden, are supported by shipping interests and industry of the two 
countries. 


The main atomic energy research organization in Norway is the Institut for 
Atomenergi: IFA which was founded 198. The institute has three research 
reactors. The senior rovernment atomic energy organization is the National 
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Atomic Energy Council. Consideration of potential future nuclear industrial 
activities in Norway have led to the establishment of a firm: Noratom A. S., 
backed by Norwegian industries, which undertakes design, engineerin, and 
construction tasks in the nuclear field. This firm is a link between 
research and development and active industrial production in the nuclear 
field and its principal task is to promote and develop the production of 
equipment necessary for the peaceful uses of atomic energy. 


According to Norwegian Information Service, Norsk Hydro, Norway's largest 
electrochemical concern, has disclosed that it will evaluate possibilities 
for having a 00,000 kilowatt nuclear plant in operation by 1975. A major 
part of the preliminary planning would be carried out by IFA- the Institute 
for Atomic Energy, with Hydro taking over at a later stage. However, IFA 
would continue as the consultant on technical reactor prea as well as 
aiding Hydro in research and development. 


The contemplated nuclear power plant, probably equipped witha heavy water 
reactor, would be encased in solid rock, like most of the hydroelectric 
plants built since World War II. No decision has been made as to where it 
would be located. The projected cost of the nuclear power plant is between 
600 and 800 million kroner. Norsk Hydro hoped, that by integrating nuclear 
and hydro plant operations and eventually running the atomic plant at ful’. 
capacity throughout the year, it should be feasible to produce nuclear 
power at a lower price than in any other country. 


According to Dr. Ginnar Randers, the IFA- Hydro cooperation would result in 
the first realistic study of how nuclear power can economically supplement 
Norway's hydro power. 


In the opinion of Dr. Randers, it would take at least five years to complete 
all the work involved in the nuclear power plant study, proposed by Norsk 
Hydro. This would be the minimum time required to start construction in 
1971 and be in operation in 1975. 


IFA supplies small quantities of radioisotopes. The major fields using 
radioisotopes are: medicine and research, agriculture and industry.

Almost 0% of 1964 G.N.P. growth is credited to merchant shipping, and the 
large increase in industrial production covering mining, manufacturing and 
processing, and hydroelectric power output. 

The relation, of imports and exports to G.N.P. are also high. 


This relation in 1963 was as follows: 


Percentage of exports (to all countries) to G.N.P. 18.8% 
Percentage of imports (from all countries) to G.N.P. 31.9% 
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The high exports and imports as a share of G.N.P. is a common feature of 
all small industrialized countries. Norway's indebtedness to other 
countries plays an important role in its G.N.P. At the end of 1962, 
Norway's net indebtedness to foreign countries amounted to about $840 
million or about 14% of G.N.P. 


On a per capita basis the G.N.P. in 1963 amounted to $1,420. 


Factors that at least may partly explain Norway's extremely high gross 
investment ratios include: 


a) the dominant role of shipping in the economy, 

b) heavy investment in hydroelectric power plants and related 
industrial plants, 

c) the high priority given to different types of real capital 
formation by the Government through its economic policy, 

d) the high level of saving. 


The revised national budget in Norway for 1966, presented to the Storting 
by the new coalition government, envisages for 1966 a 4%-5% rise in volume 
of the G.N.P., compared with an estimated growth of 6% in 1965, while 
private and public consumption are expected to go up by 4%. The G.N.P. 
in 1965 was kr. 55.52 billion. 


L3.... Fores. Trade 


Norway has always been heavily dependent on foreign trade and the earnings 
of its merchant fleet. The relatively high standard of living in Norway 
is due to its well developed foreign trade and shipping. The earnings of 
merchant fleet and of exports, enable Norway to import the manufactured 
goods, raw materials, and capital goods which the country needs. 


In Norway, the development of foreign trade after the Second World War, 
has been heavily influenced by the rapid expansion of industries based on 
cheap hydroelectric power. 


In the first years following the Second World War, foreign trade in Norway 
was subject to rigid restrictions due to the purchasing pressure of the 
postwar necessities. In the'50's, however, foreign trade was liberalized 

and now only certain agricultural commodities are subject to any restrictions.

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Whereas the increase in the total value of commodity exports was about 

the same in 1966 as in 1965, the development for the individual categories 
of goods showed large variations. For the group "Food and raw materials", 
the growth was far smaller than in 1965. This reflects the difficult 
marketing conditions for paper pulp, wood and lumber, as well as for herring 
meal and certain fish products. 


The value of exports of paper pulp, wood and lumber went down by 12.6% in 
1966, following a slight increase in 1965. 


The increase of only 5.2% in the export value of chemicals was far below 
that of 17.6% the year before. 


The weak export development of the above mentioned groups was offset by a 
strong increase in exports of a number of other commodity groups. This 
applies first and foremost to nonferrous metals, machinery, and certain 
other manufactures. Norway's imports rose in 1966 by 11.8%, against 8.3% 
in 1965. 


The sharp increase in imports of machinery and apparatus is linked to the 
growth in investment. Imports of goods for consumption purposes rose ap- 
proximately 10% above the figures for 1965. Imports of fuels as well have 
been exceptionally large and showed a rise of 12.5 per cent.

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Western Europe is still by far the most important market for Norway, 
taking close to 3/4 of its exports. 45% of Norwegian exports to West 
Europe goes to the EFTA countries, while the EEC countries account for 
25%. Great Britain is, in spite of the surcharge which lasted until 
December 1966, Norway*s principal importer, while Sweden has passed West 
Germany as Norway*s second most important customer. The United States 
is still number four, taking close to 10% of Norway*s exports. 


The composition of commodity exports in recent years changed substantially. 
The increase in exportswas relatively modest for wood processing and fish 
products. In absolute terms, the expansion of the basic metals industries 
and other industries based on the exploitation of cheap hydroelectric 
power, contributed most to the export increase. Norway's greatest export 
asset is her large reserves of cheap water power. Natural resources are 
ready at hand for a broad expansion of the electrochemical and electro- 
metallurgical industries. On the other hand, Norway's main industries 
depend heavily on export markets. 


In 1964, the main part of the increase in exports was accounted for by 
traditional staple goods. The traditional export industries in Norway 
have contributed about 1,050 million kroner, representing approximately 
75% of the total increase. The increase in 1964 exports is caused by an 
exceptional coincidence of favourable external growth factors and special 
internal conditions. Economic developments in the whole western world 
have been marked by boom conditions and a relatively even faster growth 
in international trade. 


Foreign trade statistics for 1965 show larger exports for some fish groups, 
feeds, hides and furs, fats, chemicals, paper and board, iron, steel and 
machinery. 


It is worth mentioning that the majority of Norway's export industries now 
operate at capacity limits. Commodity exports constitute about 45 per cent 
of the total Norwegian export of goods and services.

Norway is a member of the European Free Trade Area. Customs duties between 
EFTA members are now entirely abolished as far as industrial products are 
concerned. 


Norwayts Exports to EFTA countries in 1966 rose less than in 1965. The 
increase in imports from EFTA countries considerably surpassed that of 
1965, and all member countries, with the exception of Finland, increased 
their share of the Norwegian market. 


Norway's trade with the EEC countries showed the same percentage increase 
in exports as imports. Among EEC countries, West Germany is Norway's 
largest customer, followed by the Netherlands, France, Italy, Belgium and 
Luxembourg. 


According to a Government report, Norway has applied for full EEC member- 
ship. If accepted, most industries would benefit, but some, primarily 
agriculture, would have considerable difficulties. 


Norway imports many manufactured goods which cannot be produced economically 
in Norway because of its limited market. It imports a considerable amount 
of goods which come under the heading of consumer goods, but a very large 
proportion of imports are raw materials and unfinished products which under- 
go further processing in Norway. 


In Norway, production growth has been strongest in manufacturing and shipping 
activities, which are highly dependent on imported raw materials or capital 
goods. Within manufacturing, production of capital goods and export goods, 
with a high import content, has been particularly strong. 
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1h. Canadian Trade with Norway 


Although Norway is a small market, it still offers excellent possibilities 
for Canadian exports. The possibilities include both the increased export 
of products already accepted in Norway and new products. 


Norway imports a large proportion of its requirements of edible grains, 
processed foods, and other kinds of foodstuff. The imports of agricultural 
products include also: tobacco, (manufactured and unmanufactured) apples, 
dried peas, honey, cheese, frozen foods, oilseeds and nuts. 


Of imported, fully fabricated articles, mention should especially be made of 
durable consumer products such as, automobiles, refrigerators, washing 
machines and sewing machines. Industrial products of importance are 
chemical elements and compounds, electrical machinery, machinery not elec- 
tric, and transportation equipment, especially for its forest industry. 


Norwegian industry is becoming interested more and more in the greater use 
of electronics and manpower and material savings equipment. The sharpest 
rise in consumer expenditure was recorded for travel and transportation, 
leisure activities, education and furniture and household appliances. 


In Norway, there are good prospects for food packaging and processing 
machinery, materials handling equipment (especially equipment for cargo 
handling on ships), synthetic textiles, women's dresses and lingerie, 
children's clothing, textile yarns and fibre. 


Norway's continuing high wage settlements will stimulate the imports of 
consumer goods. 


Canadian exports to Norway consisted principally of ores for refining and 
industrial raw materials which enter free of duty, wheat and other grains 
and feedstuffs. For many manufactured goods, Canada faces increased 
tariff discrimination in Norway, following E.F.T.A. tariff cuts among 
member states. :

Norway's foreign trade in the postwar period has been characterized by a 
persistent trade deficit which, to a considerable extent, has been covered 
by shipping earnings. 


The reduction in the trade deficit in 1964, was the result of a number of | 
factors. Exports of aluminum rose by 32% and sales of ships increased 
also by 32%. 
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16, Balance of Payments 


At the end of the Second World War, Norway had accumulated considerable 

reserves of foreign exchange, mainly in the form of insurance payments on 

shipping lost during the War. Import needs were, however, tremendous and 

ot the course of two years, the reserves had been reduced to an absolute 
nimum, 


Apart from 1957, the entire period to 1964 shows large deficits in the 
current accounts of the balance of payments. Income from shipping has not 
been always sufficient to cover deficits on the commodity balance. 


The persistent deficit in the current accounts in the postwar period, 
closely reflects the general economic policy. The strong expansion of the 
merchant fleet, financed mainly by foreign shipping credits, has been an 
important factor. The rest of the deficit has been financed by a mixtures 
of public and private borrowings abroad.

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The balance of payments deficit has shown a strong increase, mostly as 
a consequence of a rise in imports of ships, but also because of a mount- 
ing demand for commodity imports. 


Furthermore, a deterioration in market conditions for important export 
commodities has taken place. This applies particularly to fish products. 
Low freight rates have also forced out Norwegian shipping. 


The Current Account, Balance of Payments, showed a larger deficit in 1966 
than in the two preceding years. Compared with 1965, the deficit rose 
by 395 million kroner to 1,170 million kroner. 


According to Norway's Central Bureau of Statistics, its Balance of 
Payments, in the first quarter of 1967, showed a deficit of 830 million 
kroner, ($115.3 million) against 95 million kroner in the same period 
last year. .

According to the Governor of the Bank of Norway, the State Budget for 1967, 
should not be based on the assumption that the advantageous trends in the 
external economy will necessarily continue. 
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17.Trade Policy 


Before the Second World War, Norwegian trade policy was founded on the 
principle of *Most Favoured Nation’ treatment, though deviations from 
this principle occurred. In the early postwar years, nearly all of 
Norway's foreign trade was covered by unilateral trade and payments 
agreements. 


A system of rigorous controls was used by Norway's Government to achieve 
the reconstruction of its economy during the "reconstruction period" 
1945-1949, and also in the years that followed. The direct control system 
was gradually abolished or relaxed in the years 1949-1956, and partly 
replaced by financial and monetary control measures. Government controls 
were used, not only to influence the total volume of investment, but also 
the total allocated to industrial sectors and geographical areas. 


Norway has no quantitative restriction significantly limiting imports. A 
few products are still subject to import licenses. They are known as 
"non liberalized" products. No separate exchange permits are required. 


Norway*s existent import controls fit into two basic categories:- 


1. Global quotas- Imports are limited to same extent 
as to quantity, but may be imported from all 
countries as desired under import licence. 


2. Non-liberalized products. 


Practically all imports into Norway from most parts of the noncommunist 
world are'"free-listed", which means that no import licence is needed for 
such imports and no currency restrictions apply. Most foodstuffs are, 
however, not free-listed, and import is subject to licensing. 


In Norway, there exists marketing monopolies for fishing equipment and 
for medicine, established since the Second World War, for special social 
reasons. Sales monopolies for wines and spirits and for grain and fodder 
were already in existence. The railways and the postal, telegraph and 
telephone services have long been state-owned and operated. Most of 
Norwegian agricultural products are protected from the competition of 
imports. 


In 1965, a "Four-Year Plan" was published which aims at a 20% increase in 
the national income between 1966 and 1969. It is estimated that shipping 
will contribute 18% to the rise in output, other service industries 37%, 
and manufacturing, mining and hydro-electric 33%. 
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Investment 


According to Norwegian Surveys, investment in shipping in 1967 will be 
very large, mainly as a result of unusually high net imports of ships, 
according to contracts entered into in 1965 and 1966. Surveys also 
indicate that investments in machinery and equipment will increase only 
moderately in 1967. 


The total gross fixed investment in 1967 is expected to exceed the 1966 
level by 9.5%. 


Investment demand remained high in 1966, and in some sectors was greater 
than the economy's capacity to deliver in the short run. The rise, how- 
ever, varied considerably for different types. The investment volume 
increased by 10% for machinery and transport equipment, excluding ships. 
The upsurge in demand manifested itself in increased unfilled orders in 
the iron and metals manufacturing industry and in a strong rise in imports 
of machinery and transport equipment. 


Norway is favorably disposed to foreign investment.

Patents in Norway are granted for 17 years. Trademarks are registered 
for 10-years, and renewable indefinitely for additional 10-year periods. 
In general, a mark can be transferred only when the firm that holds it, 
is sold. 


18. Conclusions 


Norway is experiencing a period of generally improved business conditions. 
It has moved on to industrial maturity and in many fields has consolidated 
its position. This is to a great extent, connected with the increased 
economic activity in other countries and the growth in international trade, 
because Norway's domestic market is limited by its small population. 


Norway has certain natural advantages in international competition, such 
as,an abundance of cheap hydro-electric power and considerable mineral 
deposits. However, Norway as a small country, has to confront problems 
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resulting from economic integration in Europe. 


Trade in Norway is chiefly in private hands, in spite of the fact that the 
importation of certain products is centralized, (grain and products there- 
of, alcoholic beverages, fishing tackle and pharmaceutical products). 


Norway's limited agricultural land, long ago became overcrowded, forcing 
an increasing percentage of the added population to turn to other indus- 
tries or even to emigrate. 


As in most of the other belligerent or occupied countries of the Second 
World War, manufacturing plants in Norway suffered seriously during the 
War. When peace came, every effort was made to effect a restoration. 


Manufacturing in Norway, based largely on locally developed hydro electric 
power, domestic forest resources, local agricultural products and imported 
raw materials, dominates Norway's economy, and its share in the G.N.P. and 
total employment in the country is far greater than of any other sector of 
the economy. Until the present time, Norwegian industry has been operated 
substantially by means of small units, compared with international 
standards. 


Norway's population is small. There are 3.8 million inhabitants (1966) and 
a large proportion of total commodity requirements must be met by imports, 
and calculated per capita. The foreign trade of Norway is among the largest 
in the world. The Norwegian domestic demand is increasing more rapidly 
than production and in consequence, imports will rise. 


Norway imports from many areas of the world. Mineral oils and mineral oil 
products come from the Caribbean Sea countries. Coal comes from the 

United Kingdom, West Germany and Poland; bauxite comes from Greece; chromium 
and manganese ores from African countries, British Guiana and the Soviet 
Union; zine ore and nickel comes from Canada; machinery from the Western 
European countries and U.S.A.3 textiles and yarns from Europe, Japan and 
India. The Soviet Union, Canada and the U.S.A. are the main suppliers of 
bread grain. 


In recent years, Norwegian exporters have been trying, with some success, 
to increase sales to the underdeveloped countries, but the great bulk of 
foreign trade is still with European countries. 


The Soviet Block is not an important trading partner with Norway. The 
Norwegian exports to the Soviet Block consist mainly of salt, herring and 
marine fats and oils, in exchange for grain, sugar and ores. 


Norway's industry and commerce show great expansion, a fact which is re- 
flected in the extensive construction of new plants and the modernizing of 
existing plants. Norway's vast undeveloped water power gives a prospect 
of great industrial development. 


Factors of great importance to the progress of the Norwegian economy have 
been the expanding tendency of world trade and in particular, the progress 
in the Western European economy. The growth of Norway's industry may, in 
a way, be regarded as an integrating link in the expansion of industry in 
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Western Europe. 


A survey of Norway's foreign trade cannot avoid mentioning some existing 
difficulties traversing through Norway's economy. 


According to the National Budget for 1966, the high level of activity in 
the Norwegian economy is expected to persist, but a slightly slower rate 
of growth than in the two foregoing years is to be expected. 


Being a small nation, with extensive foreign trade, and with the third 
largest active merchant fleet in the world, Norway is highly interested in 
continued trade expansion.
